1. It is proposed to make a study of the advisability and feasibility 
of marking the receptacles of AFSA classified material, as well as all areas 
in which classified material may be stored, in the order of their priority 
for salvage, in case of fire, or destruction, in case of any emergency. 

2. Frior to making such a study, however, the answers to the following 
quostions are desired from the addressees: 

a. Is the classified material in your office or staff division 
so storua that it may be marked and easily identified by an officer not 
fully familiar with your area? 

b. Is it possible to segregate the classified materia.! in your 
possession into approximately throe (3) categories? 

1. To be saved or destroyed (as the case maybe) under any 
circumstances. 

2 . To be saved or destroyed if timo permits.. 

3. Easily rcplacoable in case of fire or very littlo danger 
of compromiso under other circumstances. 

3. Answer to the abovo questions arc desired by AFSA-16 not later 
than 13 December 1950. 

4. Any sug cstions regarding the above which arc created by special 
conditions in any office or staff division will be appreciated.
